EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 9-15, 16 and 18 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claim 9, the most relevant prior art of record such as Ginzboorg 
(5,898,672) discloses a method and arrangement for preventing an overload in a 
telecommunications network that includes the use of a restriction request message, 
Oda et al. (5,521 ,905) discloses an adaptive apparatus and method for controlling 
connection of arriving calls, Agarwal et al. (6,317,601) discloses automatic code 
gapping for wireless systems and Roberts (6,131,029), Gao et al. (5,548,533) and 
Kadoshima et al. (6,526,282) discloses methods and systems for overload and 
congestion control in wireless mobile communication systems. None of the prior art of 
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record teach or fairly suggest, alone or in combination the step of receiving a message 
blocking request from a first mobile switching center at a system control function 
component which identifies a second mobile switching center and preventing messages 
from being communicated from the second MSG to the first MSC.
